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INTRODUCTION 


The  Gateway  Cities  Program  is  a  local  aid  initiative  created  in 
fiscal  year  1987  by  a  legislative  order.   However,  the  program  was  not 
initiated  until  fiscal  year  1988,  which  marked  its  first  program  year, 
funded  at  11  million  dollars. 

The  program  is  targeted  by  formula  and  originally  allocated  to  26 
cities /towns ,  but  because  of  the  steady  growth  within  the  immigrant, 
refugee  and  linguistic  minority  communities  across  the  Commonwealth  the 
number  of  eligible  cities/towns  now  number  33,  with  a  third  year 
projection  of  39  cities/towns. 

The  Gateway  Cities  Program  funds  have  helped  municipalities  and 
local  community  groups  provide  services  in  many  areas:   immigration 
assistance,  housing  and  economic  development,  interpreter-  and 
translation  services,  specialized  education  and  municipal  access 
programs,  are  but  a  few  examples. 

This  Directory  is  designed  to  identify  and  make  available  a 
comprehensive  listing  of  the  local  programs  and  agencies  throughout  the 
Commonwealth  that  are  successfully  providing  newcomer  services  with 
Gateway  Cities  funding. 

The  Directory  is  also  intended  to  assist  state  and  local  officials, 
client  groups  and  service  providers  with  their  networking  and  local 
coordinating  efforts  to  provide  expanded  "avenues  to  access  and
